There was a curious. rifle 
match here’ recently; it was between a team 
made up from members of the Lerations on 
the one side and from Korean soldiers 
on the other. The Legation team was a 
strong one and make good shooting: out 
of a maximum of a hundred, two of them scored 
the ninety-five, and the worst score was not ten 
points behind that; but the Koreans, to their 
geat delight, beat them hollow. Three of 
them scored the maximum, and the lowest 
score among them was ninety. 

‘The Japanese would probably do great things 
with this conntry ifthee got it. The Koreans 
show no signs whatever of progressing or mov- 
ing out of their hermit isolation. They will be 
the same in a hundred years as they have been 
for the’pnst thousand or two. This great un- 
obtrusive conquest by rail and telegraph lines 
and undermining by money power is sure, if 
slow, and when the time comes for the detail of. 
unfurling the Japanese flag, it is not very likely 
to be very strongly opposed by any Power 
except Russia, and Russiamay befully occupied 
elsewhéere.—P. 4%, Guselte, :

INTERNATIONAL EXCHANGE . 
_ COMMISSION. 
Some months back Great Britain virtually 


refused to entertain a proposition made by 
the United States that the leading commer- 
cial nations should take under consideration 
the propriety and possibility of assisting the 
silver-using countrics to put their monetary 
affairs on a more satisfactory basis, declaring 
in effect that the matter was one to be set- 
Hed by the countries concerned in-their own 
way. Following the visit of the American 
Commissioners to London about the middle 
of May last, it will be of interest to learn 
that Sir James Mackay, Sir Ewen Cameron, 
Messrs, Robeft Chalmers, W. Blain, and 
George W. Johnson have been appointed as 
England's members of what is termed the In- 
‘ternational Exchange Comission. The first 
of these gentlemen, Sir James MacKay, is well- 
known as the negotiator.of the Dritish-China 
Commercial ‘Treaty, while Sir Ewen Cameron, 
as the London manager of the Hongkong 
pand Shanghai Banking Corporation, needs 
no introduction to the commercial com- 
munity of Hongkong, he being closely 
connected with the interest of the Colony 
that is bound up in the leading finan- 
cial institution in the Easi.’ Mr. Chal- 
mers is principal clerk at the ‘treasury, 
and the two other members are known 
lo us in their connection with the recent 
Commission that. dealt with the Straits’ set- 
Vements currency dilliculties. The com- 
position of the Commission is one against 
which noexception need rezsonably be taken, 
secing that it consists of the advocates for. 
both reform and the present stasis gue. 
‘The Commission, which is said to be in large 
part due to the desire of China to find a way 
out of the difliculties created for her by the 
insistence of curtain of the Powers that 
the payment of the war indemnity be 
on a gold basis, will deliberate a fort- 
night in London with the American and 
other delegates and then proceed to 
Paris. ‘The Sua Francisco Chronicle, from 
which we cull our information, says it is 
stated that one of its important dudes will’ 


be to discuss the possibility of harmonizing 
the policy of the Straits Setlements willl 
that of the local currency of the United 
“States in the Philippines and that of Mexico. 
The result of the conference will be lucked 
for with considerable interest. It has been 
predicted by extreme gold monomeiallists 
that the attempt to regulate exchanges will 
prove abortive, and they point to the alleged 
breakdown of the Latin Union, which aimed 
at a’ similar result, to support their views. 
But, according to our San Francisco centem- 
jporay, they overlook the fact that-the With- | 
drawal of the support of several nations 
practically on a bimetallic basis was respon- 
sible for the failure of the Union and not 
any inherent defect in the plan; and they 
also ignore the essential difference between 
the proposed method of regulation by 
limitation of output and the free coin- 
age arrangement which prevailed when 
France, Belgium and Italy were in agree- 
ment. It may be said also that many bime- 
tallists are doubtful about the success of any 
experiment which may be made which does 
hot provide for the free coinage of the two 
metals ona fixed ratio? “They claim that‘ 
the break-up of the Latin Union was due to 
the abandonment of free, coinage by the 
United States, and they feel assured that 
any attempt to maintain a ratio without 
the privilege of free coinage will merely re-

According to Shanghai exchanges, tele- 
graphic news has been received from Wuchow, 
Kwangsi, to the effect that Viceroy Tréa finds 
matters in tha’ province'in sucha mess through 
incapability of Governor Wang Chib-ch'un 
and the former Commander-in-chief of 
Kwangsi, General Su Yuan-ch'un (Marshal Su) 
that the Viceroy has denounced the two to the 
Throne. 

The W.-C. BD. News prints its following 

. Imperial Decree :— 

We have received a memorial from Tsén 
Chu'un-hsiien, Viceroy of the Two Kwang pro- 
vinces, denouncing the high authorities and 
inilitary officials of Kwangsi province, The 
present disastrous condition of that province is 
all due to the incapability of the officials and 
their habit of trying to hide the true state of 
affairs, which make us feel exceedingly in- 
dignant. The cashiered Taotai Huang )én-chi. 
wuo was guilty of hiding the true state of 
affairs from his superiors, and the cashiered 
Major-General, Shen Tao-fa, who. permitted 
his troops to oppress the inhabitants of 
Kwangsi and perform other cruelties, are here- 
by commanded to b: banished to the military 
postroads to work as convicts in punishment 
therefor, As for T'ang Shou-min, the Provincial 
Treasurer of Kwangsi, he has been found guilty 
of incapabitity in administrating the province: 
Hsi Hsien, Provincial Judge, who has been found 
guthy of having received bribes when cecupy- 
ing the acting post of Provincial ‘Treasurer; 
Wang Chih-chtun, Governor of Kwangsi, who 
has been found guilty of incapability in under- 
taking military affairs and-hiding matters from 
the Throne;. and General Su Yuan-ch'un, 
whose incapability created the danger which 
\breatens the province—all the above officials 
are hereby commanded to be cashiered at once 
and dismissed from office. The memorialist, 
the said Acting Viceroy ‘Isén Ch‘un-hsuen, ‘is 
exhorted to do his best in restoring order 
out of the chaos into which the incapability 
cfthe officials of Kwangsi has plunged that 


‘province, and is hereby given full power to deal 


with the local officials as mity seeny best to him. 
THE SPREAD OF THE REBELLION. 

Commenting on the situation, the same paper 
suysi— 

Reliable news from private sources ia Hunan 
received in Shanghai reports the invasion of 
that province by Kwangsi rebels who now hold 
the Hunanese districts of Ch'énpu, Hsinning, 
Liling, and’ Yungming in force, while the 
districts of ‘Tung an, Chianghua, Taochow, and 


‘Tungtaa also contain roving bands of rebels 


who are being freely joined by local desperadoes 
and bandittii The inhabitants of the above 
districts, or hsiens; are panic-stricken and the 
roads and highways in that region ‘are crowded 
with refugees hastening to quieter scenes, This, 
of course, is just what the local banditti: wish 
as it gives them exceptional opportunities to 
plunder the refugees. Later.dispatches further 
state that it is freely reported in Ch‘ ‘angsha, the 
provincial capital of Hunan, that the. city of 
Yungming has fallen into the hands of the 
Kwangsi rebels, and that the city of Linling is 
momentarily expected to surrender also. The 
Government troops opposing the rebels number 
over 2,000 men, but being greatly inferior to 
the rebels not only in numbers but also in 
firearms, they dare not leave the protection of 
the city walls to fight the invaders. As a 
matter of fact the highways near the ‘Kwang- 
si-Hunan border are completely commanded 
by the rebels and their sympathisers. A 
case in point is given below :—A -strang 
band. of rebel sympathisers were recently threa- 
tening the city of Anjénhsien, Héngchow pre- 
fecture, and could not have taken the city ow- 
ing to lack of sufficient firearms and ammuni- 
tion, The Governor however was ready to 
give them what they wanted. ‘Hearing of the 
danger of Yungminghsien, Governor Chao 
Erh-sén sent a‘large suppy of rifles and am- 
munition under the ridiculously smal! escort of 

n “braves” to Yungminghsien to arm the 
citizens of that cily #8 troops could nat be im: 
mediately forthcoming. No sooner had the 
escort and firearms arrived within the Anjenh- 
sien jurisdiction than they’ were rounced upon 
by rebel sympithisers who killed the escort, 
took’ the much-oreded arms, and then assaulted 
and captured that city 

A native jourind states that owing to the re- 
-bellion, the provincial authorities of other pro- 
vinces have teen requested by those of 
Kwangsi to assist in arms and .ammunitions, 
Expectant Taotai Cheng ef that Urovince has 
wow arrived at Shanghai to take delivery of 
some arms and amnmun'tion from the Kiang- 
nan Arsenal and have them sent'to the South, 

LACK OF FUNDS, 

The Universal Gaselée gathers that Viceroy 
Tsen Chun-hsuen, of the two Kwaog, sent a 
despatch to the Hoppo (Customs) Taotai) of 
Canton informing him that the rebellion in’ 
Kwangsi had not been suppressed and funds 
were short aud asking him if he would transfer 
Tls. 100,090 or 200,090 from the Customs 
Department for the urgent demand in Kwangsi. 
The Hoppo has sent a reply, but its contents 
are not sta‘ed, 
WHILE the R.M.S:~Empress of Japan was 
discharging cargo‘ ‘on Saturday (4th inst.) at 
Worcsuny, one of” the slings carried away, 
with the result that the contents dropped to 
the deck, reports the Shanghai Mercury. 
Three coolies who were working among the 
curgo and were passing at the time of the 
accident were caught by the flying cargo with 
the result that one man was killed, and the 
tive others were severely injured. When the 
accident occurred medical aid was at once 
summoned and every assisiance possible wag 
rendered, after which the wounded men were 
sent ashore to the Hospital, where they are 
now doing well. The dead man was sent to 
his family who will be recompensed.
